Two of the Fugitives were captured

Another party of three Italians 
was captured at Trimbell, three miles 
from Diamond Bluff, 
Information received here is to tho 
effect that only these five were arrest­ 
ed. 
In the group of two arrested at 
Diamond Bluff is an Italian interpret­ 
er, who is declared to be the man most 
wanted. 
Prescott is in the wildest state of 
excitem ent and tIireats 
against the 
imprisoned men are freely indulged in. 
All night armed posses patrolled the 
river banks and surrounding country 
In search of the fugitives, but without 
success. 
The serch will be continued 
without abatement and the pursuers 
hope to hunt down several fugitives. 
One man is known to be wounded se­ 
riously and he is believed to be near 
by.

He is said to have told the 
czar that the only possible cabinet in 
tile present circis is one composed of 
Constitutional Democrats. 
He holds, 
therefore, that he cannot even he a 
member of such a cabinet. 
prom inent Constitutional Democrats 
think the premiership will now he of­ 
fered to Count Hoyden. 
Although he 
has the sympathy of parliament, it. is 
believed that tie will be unable to form 
a cabinet, despite the fact that he is 
scheduled for a place in the coming 
Constitutional Democratic ministry. 
The postponement of the visit of the 
British channel fleet to Cronstadt has 
caused much hilarity among the mod­ 
erates, who look 
upon it as 
a sign 
that the government at last has awak­ 
ened to its position and is ready to ac­ 
cept 
the 
inevitable. 
Conservatives 
on the other hand, look upon it as an­ 
other victory for tim 
moderates and 
soon to he followed by a Constitutional 
Democratic ministry.

raut was dangerously wounded by M. 
Pugliesi-Conti 
The duel assumed the 
aspect of a combat between the gov­ 
ernment and the opposition. 
M. Sar- 
rant'a seconds were Ministers Clemen* 
ceau and and Thomson, while M. Pug- 
lies! Conti’s 
were M. Millevoye 
and 
General Jacquet, adherents of the ele­ 
m ents which bitterly resist Hie gov­ 
ernment's rehabilitation of Dreyfus. 
The meeting followed a fight on the 
floor 
of 
the chamber 
of 
deputies, 
which started when M. Sarraut sprang 
from beside Minister of the Interior 
Olemoneeau, 
sitting 
on the 
minis­ 
terial benches, 
on NI. Pugliesl-Conti, 
who had been denouncing members of 
the government 
as scoundrels. 
Bar 
rant struck Pngliesi-Conti a stunning 
blow in the face. 
A wild uproar 
ensued, compelling 
tho suspension 
of the 
session. 
Th 
duel occurred immediately afterward 
Late reports show that NI. Sarraut has 
a deep wound in the right breast, pene­ 
trating the lung. 
While the hurt is 
c o n sid e r e d serious it is not necessarily 
dangerous.
